Money has talked to good effect in the war between Fengtien 
and Shansi. As the side having more and better sources of revenue, 
Fengtien has been so successful’ that internment camps have had to 
be prepai ed to cope with the resulting inflow of Shansi prisoners. 

Opinion has been expressed in Peking that the present war is 
nearing its end. The end can be the prelude to further significant 
developments, by which opponents of the Peking Government may be’ 
hound up in a compromise affecting the, whole of China, 


PEKING PRISON CAMPS. 


Peking, Yesterday, WAR MOVES. 


It is considered evident — that 
Shansi's attack and eusy defeat 
have not only ended the stalemate 
during yecent months in the 
‘Northern political situation, but’

Mr. J.‘C.. Clegg, the president of 
the Football Association; has been 
awarded a Knighthood by the King. 
In addition to’ the great national 
game, Sir John, a8 he will now be 
known, is the Offictal Receiver of 
Sheffield, and he has taken o pro- 
minent part in the public life of the 
Yorkshire ‘city, His brother Wil- 
Ham {is also a knight as well 18 a 


‘former Lord Mayor of . Sheffield. 


Sir John, who. is a. solicitor, 18 
seventy seven years of age, and ho 
has beon identified with football for 
over fifty years. He succeeded Lord 
Kinnaird as the head of the game. 
As a young man he was one of the 
leading athletes in the country. On 
the running track he won seventy 
prizes, being able to cover a hun- 
dred.yards in even time, and he‘was 
the fastest amateur over.a quarter 
of a mile.. He held the same pro- 


minente in football. From 1867 to 
1878 he waa famous for his art as a 
dribbler, and he took part in tho 
first. internatiorial match with 
Scotland. Another distinction was 
to ‘appear’ in the first final for the 
F.' A. Cup.

John Is chiefly known for his work

Association, .He has ruled with al: 


rod of iron, Every’ rule, he has 
insisted, should be obeyed not only 
according to the letter, but in the 
spirit implied, and the evil doer has 
seldom escaped. One of his favour- 
ite sayings is; “Nobody ever got 
lost on a straight road.” As a 
legislator he has always been re- 
spected as well as feared.

"According to rs, AC. MW. 


Stirling, who tella the story in her 


book of ‘recdllections, “Life’s Little 
Day," a certain German prince, who 
became related to Queen Victoria, 
used’ to annoy-her ‘by. his linguistic 
errors: “Struck by the freshness of 
British confplexions, he one day ob- 
served to the. Comptroller of the. 
Household: ‘I do admire your Eng- 
lish ladies, They have 80. very 
‘beautiful hides!” Then observing a 
thundercloud on the brow of ‘the 
Queen, he added, without inten- 
tional facetiousness: “Ah, I do get 
what you call the Victoria cross.’" 


Tho author. says tiere was a 
finality, a deciaivenesd about Queen 
Victoria which brooked no palaver: 
“During one of the many revolu- 
tions in Bolivia, the English 
Minister was insulted and ill- 
treated. When news of this out- 
rage reached the Queen, she was 
highly indignant, She sent for an 
atlas, and silently studied the posi- 
tion of the offending country, then 
she folded the map up and return- 
ed it to the Minister in attend- 
ance. ‘Bolivia, she announced’ con- 
clusively, is erased from the map.’"”
